its lines to very low terms' recently issued a bulletin in which 
it sets forth that a great majority of. the persons killed on. the 
railroads in the United Stales everjpjjfear lose their lives wjiile 
trespassing on.railroad property by^alking the tracks. The 
total number killed in this Way :evlry year reaches about 
5,000, and the bulletin calls attention to the astounding fact 
that this is a greater number than lost their lives In the Johns- 
town flood, the San Francisco earthquake and fire, the Salem, 
Baltmiore aiirJ Jacksonville fires and the sinking of the Titanic 
and Lilsitania. 
•".those were all great catastrophes, each attracting more at- 
tention tlian the ghastly record resulting from railroad trespass 
iii ;thycourse of a year. The reason is obvious. 
When huri- 


drecis!p.f people lose their lives by'a single calamity the people 
are'.'exciled.aiid often indignant,.and with reason, but where 
theMosses.are. scattered'over twelve months, the total being 


• riia'cle up of one here and two or three there, but little attention 
is atjhicted and little is thought about it. 
: yet (he fact remains that1 the harvest reaped every year by 
the railroads from the ranks of the trespassers is far larger than 
it ought.to'be, notwithstanding the fact that the responsibility 
forjllie^biopdy record rests upon the victims. They are law 
breakers 'in every instance, for there is not a state in which it 
is ndjagainst-the lawfor any .but .railroad employes to walk 
the (rick's, yel the practice is common for the reason that the 
lawis;t'1bt erifprced; 
Persons willing to take their chances arc 


pefinlUed.to'do so and the toll is large. 


The Peilfis.yivania .railroad is doing its best to educate, the 


public.' away.from. this dangerous practice, using the news- 
papers ns a medium, .and emphasizes the fact that its efforts to 
keepVpebple.M its tracks are not due to autocracy,.but are 
purely iii:tne'in(eresi of public safety.' 


And it;is:to be feared that the danger which lias existed so 


long will, continue. To the'railroads' and even to the courts, 
it.seems-liarsji to penalize men for walking on the tracks when 
no harm.re.suits, and so the attempts'of the legal authorities to 
enforce the:law lack the persistency and vigor which would 
make them effective. The'only consoling thought is that it is 
the offenders who pay this penalty., 'At the same time a more 
rigid enforcement of the law would be in order.

Traynor of Blddeford, medical exam- 
iner of York---county. 
After viewing 


the body Dr. Traynor pronounced it a 
case of accidental drowning. 


The discovery was made Thursday 


morning as Harwell was hauling his 
lobster pot.s. It was secured by a rope 
to a section of tlie eompanionway of 
some vessel hud had apparently been 
In the water fully a week. The work 
of lashing the body to tlie timbers was 
seemingly tlie work of the victim him- 
self, the whole bearing tlie unmistak- 
able imprint of an effort to save his life 
when tlie vessel on which he was sail- 
ing had been wrecked. Other wreck- 
age .coming ashore on tlie island points 
unmistakably to a wreck.
